DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
45-50 to inventions III and IV non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 45-50 
have been cancelled. 



Claims 1-11, 14-16, 19-44 and 51-55 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding the Applicant's new claims 53-55, the Examiner considered Patent 
Numbers 5,662,202 by Suris (hereinafter Suris) and 5,405,131 by Zouzoulas 
(hereinafter Zouzoulas) to be the prior art most closely related to the Applicant's claimed 
invention. Although both Suris and Zouzoulas disclose document processing apparatus 
that incorporate a front-removable document cassette, neither the cassette 18 of Suris 
nor the cassette 200 of Zouzoulas read on the storage cassette of the Applicant's 
independent claim 53 that is both front-removable and stacks documents in a front-to- 
rear manner.
